BUDGET CUTS 


This spring both Senator Taft and General Eisen- 


hower declared their belief that sharp economies 
were possible in the nation's defense establishment. 
We shall now have an opportunity to test the wisdom 
of this viewpoint. 


For Congress has approved military appropria- 


tions for the new fiscal year which are roughly $5 
billion less than the $51.4 billion requested by 
President Truman. That is a pretty fair-sized cut in 
any year. 
The men in the Pentagon naturally are displeased 


at this outcome. But their temper is not the measure 
by which we must go in judging the effect of this 
reduction in expenditures. 


If the Pentagon adjusts to the slash without too 


much anguish and without serious harm to our de- 
fensive picture, then we will kr 
wr that the cut was 


substantially justified and tha chere is indeed room 
for severe economies in the military budget. 


If, on the other hand, the $5 billion reduction 


necessitates a dangerous weakening of the American 
defenses in the ensuing months, if the so-called 
stretchout of our preparations becomes an actual 
thinning 'out, then we will understand that the bud- 
get trimming was a foolish move. 
-

In the nature Of military budgets, one can't easily 


tell where savings may be safely made and where 
they may not. So it is perhaps unfair to assume that 
if the cuts turn out bfidly the blame must fall on a 
"reckless" Congress. 


What will be important to watch is this: if the 


damage done by the cut is heavy, the Pentagon un- 
questionably will request supplemental funds to make 
up the deficiency. The .attitude of Congress on that 
request will be an accurate measure of the sense of 
responsibility the law-makers have for the nation's 
real security. 


The public should keep a sharp eye out for pos- 


sible deficiency appropriation requests for another 
reason. If they are made and granted, that will mean 
Congress was wrong. It will also mean that in the 
end Congress did not save the country $5 billion on 
defense, or perhaps anything at all. 


You hear a lot about the old Army game, but 


you don't hear nearly enough about the old congres- 
sional game. 


That game is to trumpet loudly budget savings 


made in the spring and then quietly restore the cuts 
later on through deficiency appropriations to which 
the public pays little attention. 


It is a politician's way of taking credit for not- 


able savings without, in the end, actually producing 
those savings. 


Since $5 billion is quite a lot of money, the 


new defense budget reduction provides a good test 
this year of congressional motives and good sense. 


We all ought to know in the months ahead wheth- 


er Congress was playing the old phony economy game, 
whether it was taking a grave risk with American 
security, or whether it regally made a wise, shrewdly 
calculated reduction to ease our staggering burdens.

Blitz of Taft 'Delegates Club' 
Seen Sewing Up Nomination

CHICAGO—(NEA)—Taft-for-President headquarters now has enough 


acceptances of membership in a new and secret "Bob Taft Delegates 


Club" to claim that the Ohio Senator will be nominated for President 
on the first ballot. An upset could come only if a large number of 
these delegates go back on their pledges to support Taft. 


Credit for the club idea belongs to Paul W. Walter, Cleveland lawyer. 


He has been Bob Taft's field manager since 1938. It is admittedly one of 
the smartest tricks of political strategy ever put over. 


When announcement of the "Bob Taft'Delegates' Club" Is made by 


Sen. Taft himself at the right moment, the members will be easily 
identified. White "pledge pins" about the size of a small saucer show 
a photo of smiling Bob Taft in a two-inch «.rcle in the center. Around 
the photo in big black letters are the words "Bob Taft Delegates Club." 


There are also membership cards printed in red and blue ink on white 


pasteboard. There are no dues for the organization. But the cards 
should be valuable as political souvenirs, and maybe later on, to identify 
the holder as being lor Bob before the first ballot. 


Organization of this Bob Taft Delegates Club goes back only to 


the last week in June when Paul Walter sent telegrams to all Republican 
convention delegates, asking if they would like to join the club. The 
response was an avalanche. 


Delegates who had been considered unpledged and even some who 


were in the Eisenhower camp sent in wires saying they'd be glad to 
join and offering Taft full support. 


It is this response that has made Sen. Taft and his managers so 


cocky and so sure of victory in the last few days. 
TN what Is known as Taft's "control room" in Suites 900-A and 902-A 


of the Conrad-Hilton Hotel, the wires have been part indexed and 


part filed. Data about each delegate have been transferred to master 
cards. These are tabbed with red, blue and green plastic markers for 
quick sorting. The tabs reveal at a glance whether the delegates are 
pledged to Taft, pledged to Eisenhower or unpledged. 


Taft's volunteer workers, many from the Ohio delegation, are being 


assigned to follow up on the unpledged delegates for further convincing. 


On the wall of the control room, which also serves as Walter's tiny 


and overcrowded office, is his control board. It is hidden behind a royal 
purple velvet curtain which operates on a pull-cord. But only the top 
Taft strategists get to see what's behind the curtain. When the curtain 
is closed it looks as though it covered the long, high picture windows. 


On another wall of the control room Is Walter's organization chart 


for this convention job. It looks like one of the fancy doodles of boxes 
and ruled-in lines that show how the Pentagon works. 
TT Is headed "Delegation Relations." It shows Congressman Reece and 


Mr. Walter in the top positions of command. 
Under this are other boxes for "Delegate Receptions," under command 


of Myers Y. Cooper. There are lines for receptionists, pages and ushers. 
Everybody is to be taken care of—and good. 


A box, "Classification Contacts" indicates another committee to have 


veterans meet veterans, farmers meet farmers, publishers meet pub- 
lishers, lawyers meet lawyers and businessmen meet businessmen. 


There is another division for handling "Distinguished Friends of 


Sen. Taft." Still others for "State Contacts With Delegates" and "Pub- 
licity for Delegates." 


This passion for organization shows up in all details of Taft head- 


quarters operation on the ninth floor of the Conrad-Hilton Hotel. 


There was similar efficiency around the Dewey headquarters in Phil- 


adelphia four years ago. But there is one noticeable difference. The 
Dewey machine was made up of- New York State courthouse politicians 
and New York Citx ward heelers. The Taft workers are all clean-cut 
young kids.

Government must use force to protect the 
rights of its citizens effectively. So while 
government is a necessity, it is at the 
same time dangerous. The danger is that 
government may use its power to take 
away the rights of citizens, by depriving 
them of their liberty or by forcing them 
to do things with their property that they 
would not do voluntarily. When this 
happens the original moral purpose of 
government is perverted and government 


becomes immoral.
